AN  ACT 

Making  appropriations  for  the  Departments  of  Labor,  Health 
and  Human  Services,  and  Education,  and  related  agencies, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1987,  and  for 
other  purposes. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That  the  following  sums  are  appropriated,  out  of  any  money 

4  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  Depart- 

5  ments  of  Labor,  Health  and  Human  Services,  and  Education, 

6  and  related  agencies  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 

7  1987,  and  for  other  purposes,  namely:
